The President's Thersites. 

In its impression ot yesterday the Whig in 
dulged Its readers with copious extracts from a re- I 
cent harrangue, J n which John \V. Forney essays 
to petsuade the American people that the highest 
functionary of governmont is the basest villain 
in the nation. Tins is the truth of the storv: 
James Buchanan and John W. Forney have been 
friends ever since ilie latter emerged from the 
obscurity of a village printer to the conspicuous 
eminence of a pimp for a play-actor. Mr. Bu- 
chanan took the destitute apprentice under his 
protection, assisted him as well by material aid 
as by friendly counsel, elevated him to a respect- 
able position in society, comrnt n led him to the 
confidence of the Democracy, rejoiced in his sue- 1 
cess, adhered to him in adversity, and at last 
crowned the long succession of generous service 
by an act of the most devoted affection. On the 
other hand, Forney appears to have appreciated 
the condescension of his patron, and a credulous j 
rublic gave him the praise of fidelity in friend- 
ship, because t.f the zeal he displayed in his ben- 
efactor's service. The event, however, has 
shown that Forney’s devotion to Mr. Buchanan 
was merely the interested constancy of an ad- 
venturer who hopes to rise with the prosperous 
fortunes of a successful statesman. For no 
sooner did Forney discover that the arm on 
which he leaned would not support him in his 
presumptuous ambition, than he essayed to para- 
lyse *it by u treacherous blow. He is a person of 
ordinary abilities, imperfect education, and 
equivocal character. Any employment of spe- 
cial trust or responsibility was quite beyond his 
merit; but the President would not dismiss him 
without an equivalent for his services. He as 
piled to a seat in the Cabinet. The President 
pave him the appointment of Const: 1 to Liver- 
pool. He rejected the offer, and straightway s,-t 
himself to oppose and revile the Administration. 
At last, in the plirenzv of baffled cupidity, he 
publicly impearhe. his benefactor o( the most 
atrocious offenses against personal and political 
morality. 

Whatever political adversaries may think of 
Mr. Buchai an as a public man, all admit that 
his private character is without repreach His 
entire life is an admirable illustration of virtuous 
endeavor. We know nothing to his discredit 
except his friendship lor Forney, and that, 
may be excused among the amiable infirmities of 
a fallible nature. The only stain upon Pierce’s 
Administration was the slitne of Forney’s sup 
port. No generous spirit will reproach Mr. Bit 
chanan with the unworthy alliance at the moment 
when his bosom is torn by the f. ng of the treach 
erous beneficiary. 

Of Mr Forney little is known, and the few 
conspicuous incidents of his life are noti nous for j 
n • oiher significance than as eminent examples 
of personal depravitv. In the field of literature, 
the Forrest letter is his roost memorable produc- 
tion. In the province of politics, his most signal 
achievement was a corrupt interpolation in the 
journal of the House of Representatives — an act 
of clever villainy, of which he escaped the pun- 
ishment in expulsion from office, through a de- 
fect of legal evidence. Is this the sort of man 
upon whose word the President of the United ' 
States must be condemned to perpetual infamy? 
The ingenious expedient by winch Mr. Forney 
once proposed to blast the reputation of a help- 
less woman, suggos's the pro ability of a like 
fabrication of false testimony against a generous 1 
benefactor. He is an aspiring individual, and 
we cannot do him the injustice to suspect that he 1 
will stop short of the climax of his career. 

But, of all people in the world, our cotempo- 
rary of the Whig is the last to accept Forney’s 
testimony against the honor of the President, 
lias not the Whig denounced Forney over and 
over again as the basest scoundrel this side ol 
perdition?

From tha last sentence the reader might inler 
that the late Secretary of the Treasury (Mr. 
Guthrie) had made payments with too lavish a 
hand — a very unjust conclusion, not w arranted 
by the facts. 

There has never been a man ..t the head of the 
Treasury Department who exercised more care 
to see that no man received from the Government 
a dollar beyond his just claim than did Mr. 
Gutnrie while in office. 

Your readers will remember that he was sued 
imniediatly after his return to Kentucky for de- 
clining to pay, w hile in office, $40,000 to a gentle- 
man in Ind' ana, and that the claim was afterwards 
paijl bv the present Administration. And at 
nearly every custom-house of any importance, 
can be found one or more claimants who will find 
fault with Mr. Guthrie because he did not pay 
their claim. 

That he performed the duties appertaining to 
his jRisition while in office with rigid adherence 
to the right, none now can doubt And is be- 
lieved by his many friends in this city that few 
men have left office with stronger assurances 
that a higher position was in reserve.

The Comet. — A good deal of speculation has ! 
been indulged iu by many ol the newspapers i 
throughout the country about the Comet now j 
visible. From the fact of its appearing in the 
west about eight o’clock in the evening, and again j 
in the east at three or four in the morning, it has 
been stated by somewhat eminent astronomers 
that there are two distil ct Comets. The fol- I 
lowing extract from a letter in the Buffalo Ex- 
press, from the pen of a scientific man, explains 
and explodes this idea. He says: 

The body in question is the Comet which has 
been some time visible, and has been noticed in 
most of the newspapers. It has now reached a i 
part of its orbit so far north, that in its diurnal I 
revolution it is only about five hours below our 
horizon, and consequently it is well seen in the j 
west in the evening, and equally well in the east ' 
in the morning, and with the naked eye. As to 
what particular Comet this is, there has been, as 
yet, no identification of it, and all conjectures up- 
on this point are merely futile. It mav, or it 
may not have been seen before; and the same 
uncertainty exists with regard to the two other 
Comets (both telescopic) that are now visible to 
those who possess the requisite instruments for 
observing them.
